You have requested, by your letter of Noversver 23, 
1954, my interpretation of the above entitled section with reference 
to any authority to submit information concerning such studics as 
you may make thereunder to tic attention of all State czploycees in 
order that they may be more informed as to the matters contained 
therein. 


Please be advised that it is my opinion that the 
‘dutics imposed upon you by the secticn and the authority contzined 
therein is for the purpose of supplying gnformation to tho Lesgise 
lature so that it will have before it current data s0 es to evaluate 
the need, if any, for change in logislation respecting Old Age and 
Survivors Insurance protcction for employees of the State and local 
governnents. 


The section is not one primarily concerned with fure 
nishing information to State cmployces. However, it is very con- 
ceivable that, as a part of your studics and the gathering of 
information, to be ultimately submitted to the Legislature, it 
would be desirable to subait information to the State empleyecs 
concerning this subject matter, not primarily for their information 
but in furtherance of the studies themselves and peasible supple- 
mentation of the information gathered by you.
